A makeup clinic for Greenbelt 
residents who missed the Type 
II Sabin oral polio vaccine last

Only Type II vaccine will be 
administered. Doctors advise 
those who missed Type I in April 
and Type III in May to make up 
these vaccines in the fall. 


City Notes 

Spaces Marked in New Parking 
Lot 

On Tuesday, June 16, the general 
crew finished lining off parking 
spaces in the new parking lot be¬ 
hind the center. A line marking 
machine purchased this spring 
painted the lines quickly and gave 
the lot a neat appearance. The lot 
will accommodate 118 cars. 

Clean Streets 

The city washed down its streets 
this week with a modern street 
flusher rented from the cities of 
College Park and Cheverly. These 
two cities purchased the flusher 
jointly. The 2,000-<gallon capacity 
truck is equipped with four spray 
nozzles, two on the front and one 
on each side. Each nozzle gen¬ 
erates 80 pounds of water pressure 
and sends a wide, low level stream 
of water across the street. If the 
results are good the city hopes to 
rent the flusher on a monthly basis. 
Preliminary Hearing Held for 
Auto Vandals 

On Tuesday, June 16, a prelimi¬ 
nary hearing was held in Prince 
George's County Juvenile Court 
concerning the recent arrest of five 
- -juveniles for vandalism to automo¬ 
biles. These juveniles were in¬ 
volved in the breakage of front and 
rear windows of automobiles with 
an air rifle on March 13 and April 
3 in Greenbelt and nearby suburbs. 
A total of 46 automobiles were 
vandalized on these two evenings 
in Greenbelt. A confession made 
to lieutenant Zoellner by one of 
the juveniles involved resulted in the 
arrests being made. The city and 
county worked in close cooperation 
on clearing up this matter. The 
juveniles have been charged by the 
city, county, and state. 

Burglars Captured 

Three teen-age youths were ap¬ 
prehended by Greenbelt Police Offi¬ 
cer Tom Galifaro near the Com¬ 
munity Church in an attempted 
getaway after breaking into the 
Son-Dee Delicatessen (formerly 
known as the Tobacco Shoppe) on 
Wednesday, June 10 in the wee 
hours of the morning. 

The youths were observed by an 
apartment resident, Mrs. Jean 
Buete, who heard a noise (when 
they broke the glass in the door) 
and observed the youths going in 
and out carrying things. The quick 
call to the police was made in time 
for the capture before the youths 
could leave town. 

The boys were from out of town 
and were 16, 17 and 18 years of age. 
The 18-year-old youth had a gun 
on the seat beside him when they 
were apprehended. 


Local Artists Commended 

In the recent Art Fair, sponsored 
by the D C. Recreation Department 
and the Washington Post, local 
talent again gained recognition. In 
addition to the fact that the Green¬ 
belt Arts and Crafts Guild made an 
excellent joint presentation as one 
of the few club entries, the work of 
two individuals received specific 
commendation. 

Dede Bachtler received honorable 
mention in the amateur division 
for one of her water colors, “Tan- 
glewood”; and in the professional 
category Lawrence Lewis won hon¬ 
orable mentions for two of his 
three entries — in oils for a por¬ 
trait studies, and in mixed media 
for an ink-and-wash abstract. 


Council Hears Expert 
On Community Relations 

City Council met on Tuesday 
night with John Fields, a represen¬ 
tative of the Community Relations 
Service of the U. S. Conference of 
Mayors, to hear his remarks con¬ 
cerning the establishment of a 
Human Relations Advisory Board 
for Greenbelt. 

Fields presented facts and ideas 
based on the experience of many 
other cities which have approached 
this topic. He said experts on 
specific subjects such as housing, 
employment, or education could be 
made available to Council upon re¬ 
quest.

5,311 Greenbelters Get 
Third Sabin Polio Shot

The people of Greenbelt are to 
be congratulated upon their partici¬ 
pation in the intensive polio vacci¬ 
nation drive that has just con¬ 
cluded. Last Sunday, 5,311 persons 
received their third and final dose 
of Sabin oral polio vaccine at Cen¬ 
ter School. 

The percentage of participation 
is in doubt, because the exact popu¬ 
lation of Greenbelt is unknown and 
presumably many residents of 
...Spring Hill Lake received their 
Sabin doses at the Junior High 
School. 

However, based on an estimated 
Greenbelt population in 1963 of 8830 
(including Spring Hill Lake), it 
seems probable that at least .70% 
pa rtieipation was achieved. 

Many volunteer workers contri¬ 
buted untold man-hours (and wom¬ 
an-horn's) towards making this 
program a success. Headed by 
Mrs. Marie Boisvert, organization 
manager and recruitment chairman, 
the volunteers included a cross sec¬ 
tion of the community: Drs. Wein- 
traub and Rergemann, physicians; 
Dr James W. McCarl, dentist; Mr. 
Withers, Co-op Pharmacist; regis¬ 
tered nurses, Women’s Club mem¬ 
bers, Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, 4-H 
members, and, last but not least, 
housewives. 

All volunteers received certificates 
of appreciation from the Prince 
Georges County Medical Society.

Former City Official Questions 

Legality of City-GHI “Partnership”

Former City Councilman Dick Pilski Monday night questioned 
the legality of what he alleged was a “partnership” arrangement 
between the town’s governing body and the directors of Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. 

. Pilski challenged the propriety of an agreement reached ber 

tween the city council and officials of the housing corporation, in 
which GHI pledged to pay one-third of costs involved in obtaining 
services of a special attorney and a planning expert for the purpose 
of helping engineer defeat of the Maryland Capitol Park and 
Planning Commission’s controversial plan for development of the 


Greenbelt-College Park area. The 
proposal is slated for consideration 
by Prince Georges County Commis¬ 
sioners next month. 

The former council member de¬ 
manded, pmong other things, that 
the law makers explain why other 
citizens’ groups representing Wood¬ 
land Hills, Lakeside and other 
areas of the community were ex¬ 
cluded from participation in dis¬ 
cussions that led to the agreement. 

Pilski declared the council’s act¬ 
ion ‘‘exclusive of other property 
owners concurrence, may have been 
an act contrary to the municipal 
code of the scate.” 

Last week the city engaged at¬ 
torney Joseph DePaul of Hyatts- 
ville and professional planner 
George Marcou of Washington, 
D. C. Their task will be to pre¬ 
pare the legal and expert testimony 
council believes it will need to be 
successful in opposing adoption of 
the MCNPPC plan and — failing 
that — at least bringing about 
modification of some of the most 
undesirable features of the plan. 

Chief among these are: zoning 
provisions for high rise apartment 
buildings, high density dwelling 
units in certain areas of the com¬ 
munity, more shopping centers, and 
conversion of certain Greenbelt 
streets to four-lane arterial high¬ 
ways . 

Under the plan, Crescent and 
Ridge Roads, Northway and South¬ 
way would be expanded to four 
lanes in order to care for the 
tremendous increase in traffic re¬ 
sulting from that type of develop¬ 
ment. 

Pilski also objected to the manner 
in which the council, GHI and the 
NEWS REVIEW have handled 
publicity relative to the MCNPPC 
plan. He accused each of employ¬ 
ing sensationalism to such a degree 
it has “created panic among citi¬ 
zens.” 

Mayor Edgar Smith advised Pil¬ 
ski to put his queries and objections 
in writing. The former city official 
referred to some pencilled notes 
from time-to-time as he delivered 
his rather lengthy remarks. 

Later, however, the Mayor elect¬ 
ed to answer Pilski himself. Smith 
emphatically denied there was any¬ 
thing improper or illegal in the 
agreement with GHI to share costs 
in paying for the services of the 
two experts. 

“To set the record clear” the 
city official declared, “there is no 
such partnership agreement be¬ 
tween GHI and council as alleged 
by Mr. Pilski. We simply have a 
promise from GHI to pay one third 
of the costs,” Smith stated flatly. 

The Mayor emphasized that the 
city would have hired the two men 
regardless of whether GHI partici-

Mayor Smith himself an attor¬ 
ney, observed that there is no legal 
basis for Pilski’s assertion that the? 
city might have acted contrary to 
the municipal code of the state. And 
he cut off any further discussion 
of the issue by inviting Pilski to 
instigate legal proceedings against 
the city if he was not satisfied with 
the explanation. 

McDonald quits 

Retired City Manager Charles 
McDonald v/ho has been serving 
as chairman of the city’s Advisory 
Planning Board has resigned. His 
letter of resignation read at the 
council meeting Monday gave no 
reason for his action. Later Mc¬ 
Donald in a telephone interview, 
told a reporter he regarded the 
hiring of an outside planner by the 
city “as a waste of the people’s 
money,” adding that he felt he 
“couldn't go along with the idea.*' 

NASA OFFER 

The council received an offer of 
$10,000 from the National Aero¬ 
nautics and Space Administration 
(NASA) for purchase of 4.268 acres 
of city property in the area of the 
old sewage disposal plant. The 
item was placed on the agenda for 
discussion at the next session. The 
law-makers were warned by Mana¬ 
ger Giese that if prompt action on 
the offer was not forthcoming soon, 
the agency might institute con¬ 
demnation proceedings in order to

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"VICTIM OF PROGRESS"? 

'To The Editor: 

I should like to call your atten- 
vtion to a most deplorable traffic 
1 .1 ration. Being a resident of 
;Springhill Lake Apartments has 
•recently made me a “victim of 
progress”. I now find only one 
route by which to leave the area. 
To get to the shopping center of 
Greenbelt, or to D. C. (via the B-W 
Expressway or Kenilworth Ave.), 
or to work, I must now make a 
left hand turn onto Greenbelt Rd. 
This is especially frustrating and 
dangerous in the early morning and 
late afternoon. 

I complained of this situation to 
the Greenbelt Police Department 
on the morning of May 27. The 
officer told me that a policeman 
would be dispatched to control 
traffic at this intersection. This 
would alleviate the problem during 
the most critical hours. 

However, thus far, I have not 
seen any action taken. Will any¬ 
thing be done to make this only exit 
from Springhill Lake any safer for 
its residents? 

I should also like to mention ano¬ 
ther comparable and dangerous 
situation. This is just down the 
street on Greenbelt Road, and 
concerns the “Beltway Plaza 
Regional Shopping Center”. To 
leave the shopping center from any 
ere of the three exits and go to 
Greenbelt or the Springhill Lake 
Apartments, by the most direct and 
logical route, again involves making 
a left turn onto Greenbelt Road. 

However, in this case, the cars 
coming down Greenbelt Road from 
Kenilworth Ave. towards College 
Park, have had an opportunity to 
pick up speed and a/btain the speed 
limit (and quite often to surpass 
it). This onrusbing 'horde of motor¬ 
ists first meets the Shoppers enter¬ 
ing and leaving Kleins, and then 
entering and leaving the main en¬ 
trance to the shopping center. 

How many accidents have there 
been at these intersections thus 
far? How many casualties have 
there been so far? Will there have 
to be “x” number of accidents 
^nd/or critically injured at this 
location before “the authorities” 
decide that remedial action is 
necessary? 

I strongly believe that a traffic 
light is needed at the main inter¬ 
section to this shopping center.

LOOK BEFORE LEAPING 

Td The Editor: 

The headline of last week’s News 
Review heralded the impending 
“Fight against the Master Plan”. 
To offset somewhat this mounting 
spirit of belligerence, I’d like to 
submit a few words of rank heresy. 

First, we are lucky that there is 
a master plan; wichout it, the 
Gieer.belt area may easily have be¬ 
come the scene of weedy, unplanted 
suburban growth, such a3 one can 
see any day along University Bou¬ 
levard. We may differ with the 
county planners on details; we may 
believe that the present road sys¬ 
tem - with main highways bypass¬ 
ing the town and existing internal 
roads serving it adequately - should 
be retained, that the proposed new 
parkway interchange should be re¬ 
tained as originally planned, a 
special access to Goddard Space 
Flight Center, that a community 
the majority of whose inhabitants 
are tenants to a handful of land¬ 
lords is unsound and that in a town 
built around a well-defined center 
the library belongs just there. We 
should try to persuade the planners, 
for the sake of sound planning; but

we should not fight the plan as 
such, for if we succeed too well in 
this fight and the plan is withdrawn 
for a few years “for further stu¬ 
dies” we may wind up the losers. 

Secondly, the word has passed 
lately “low rise - si, high rise - 
no”. What is really the issue is 
resident-owned homes versus ten¬ 
ant apartments. According to the 
plan, Greenbelt may have three 
times more of the latter than of the 
former, whereas a reasonable pro¬ 
portion is probably the other way 
around. In whichever way the 
plan will be modified, however, we 
are likely to see new apartments 
rise: let them rise high. Lest this 
point be misunderstood, I do not 
recommend high density - there’s 
a zoning classification RPC which 
can control that - but rather that 


a few tall towers surrounded by 
parkland are vastly preferable to 
a sprawl covering the entire area 
and housing the same number of 
tenants. Apart from aesthetic con¬ 
siderations, high rise apartments 
are much more desirable for those 
persons who would prefer not to 
own their home - retired couples, 
newlyweds, Government employees 
on temporary assignments and 
single persons. On the other hand, 
it is the “Garden type” apartment 
house which tends to replace home 
ownership, to overcrowd schools 
and other facilities and, as far as 
one can see, be the less soundly 
constructed and more readily de¬ 
graded type. 

So, let us look before leaping to 
conclusions.
